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ADVISORY ACTION 



1 . The request for reconsideration does NOT place the application in condition for 
allowance because: Applicant argues that in the Mathias reference, the hydrophilic regions 
comprise PTFE treated carbon fiber paper filled with graphite particle dust, whereas in the 
instant invention the resulting PTFE coat is a thin layer mostly on the surface. Applicant also 
argues that in the Mathias reference the porosity in the particle-filled region is substantially 
reduced relative to the surrounding region not filled with particles. Applicant states that in claim 
19, the hydrophilic region comprises carbon fiber paper that is not PTFE treated and thus the 
porosity is essentially the same as that of the surrounding paper. This is not convincing because 
the embodiment argued by Applicant is only one exemplary embodiment cited by Mathias. 
Mathias discloses that a PTFE coating is optional (paragraph 0017), as well as providing the 
water transfer particles by grinding of the porous matrix is one exemplary embodiment 
(paragraph 0016). Paragraph 0017 further teaches that the water transfer particles 24 may be a 
fluorinated polymer alone, such as PVDF. Thus the final product of Mathias may be a carbon 
fiber paper having solely PVDF particles (or other non-perfluorinated polymer particles) in 
discrete regions of the paper and the absence of particles in other regions. Further, it appears that 
Applicant's figures are not drawn to scale and the depth to which the fluoropolymer would 
impregnate the carbon fiber paper in Applicant's invention would be dependent upon the 
particular materials used, including the porosity of the carbon fiber paper.
